So  you  who  have  been  proclaiming  the  "Life,r  unworthy 
of  the  school,  please  remember  that  it  takes  cooperation 
and  encouragement  to  better  an  attempt  of  this  kind  which 
is  still  in  the  experimental  stage.  Get  behind  the 
journal;  it's  your  journal.  Offer  constructive  criti- 
cisms; they're  only  too  welcome.  But  please  don't  simply 
stand  off  and  make  cheap  wisecracks  about  its  worth.

We  of  Lick,  Wilmerding,  and  Lux  have  suffered  an  ir- 
reparable loss  in  the  passing  of  our  "member  emeritus," 
Mrs.  Clara  Blackman  V/ise.  Ever  zealous  in  service  and 
devotion  to  our  school,  she  has  set  a  high  mark  for  her 
successors.  No  word  of  ours  can  fittingly  commend  the 
work  she  has  done,  but  truly  may  it  be  said  that  she  has 
served  well. 

Because  of  her  desire  to  dedicate  her  life  to  the 
memory  of  her  son,  Jamos  H.  Wise,  Mr3.  Wise  asked  that 
she  be  allowed  to  assume  his  responsibilities  as  a  member 
of  the  Lick-Wilmerdine -Lux  Alumni  Association.  It  is 
through  her  generosity  that  each  year  the  Wise  Medal  for 
character  is  presented  to  the  boy  who  has  shown  the 
greatest  development  in  character  during  his  years  at 
Lick  and  Wilmerding. 

On  February  10,  1935,  when  Mrs.  Wise  passed  away, 
she  was  past  eighty  years  of  age.  Lick  and  Wilmerding 
were  named  sole  beneficiaries  of  the  Wise   Estate. 

Hers  was  a  life  of  high  service  to  others.  She  was 
broad  of  mind,  steadfast  of  purpose,  and  generous  of 
heart. 

May  her  inspiring  example  bo  ever  graven  in  our 
minds.

Mr.  Pivernetz,  who  was  in  the  East  last  summer  and 
visited  the  places  where  Washington  lived,  gave  a  most 
interesting  talk  on  the  domestic  and  business  life  of 
George  Washington.  Many  students  did  not  know  that 
Washington  was  one  of  the  earliest  scientific  farmers  and 
made  thorough  research  in  preserving  "the  fertility  of  "the 
soil. 

This  talk,  which  left  out  the  Revolutionary  glory 
of  our  first  President,  and  substituted  this  other  phase 
of  his  life,  won  great  response  from  the  students. 

McMurtry  and  Iglesias  encouraged  the  student  body 
to  attend  the  high  school  and  junior  college  crew  races, 
because  they  wanted  the  students'  backing  to  keep  the 
cups  won  last  year.

MERRILL  HALL  ACQUIRES  PUBLIC  ADDRESS  SYSTEM 

With  the  installation  of  the  new  public  address  sys- 
tem in  Merrill  Hall,  students  are  no  longer  heard  saying, 
"What  did  he  say?"  when  a  speaker  is  on   the  stage. 

George  Escher,  with  the  assistance  of  other  members 
of  the  radio  class, installed  the  equipment  especially  for 
the  34J  Class  graduation.  Mr.  Booker  supervised  the 
building  and  bought  the  materials.  The  microphone  is  a 
Western  Electric  Studio  microphone,  worth  about  $150. 
The  speaker  was  formerly  used  for  sound  measurements  in 
the  sound  laboratory  of  the  federal  Telegraph  Company  at 
Pal6  >Alto,  and  according  to  Mr. Booker  is  one  of  the  larg- 
est speakers  of  its  type.  The  speech  amplifier  delivers 
about  twenty  watts  to  the  speaker, but  only  five  watts  are 
used  in  Merrill  Hall,  and  very  seldom  is  the  full  power 
used, even  outside.  The  public  address  system  is  arranged 
to  receive  programs  from  outside  stations,  to  play  phono- 
graph records  and  to  modulate  our  transmitter,  stations 
W6YHE. 

The  entire  thanks  for  this  innovation  are  due  to 
Mr.  Booker  and  his  radio  class.

Although  brown  with  age  and  slightly  tat- 
tered, the  paper  is  still  legible.  The  front  page  is  de- 
voted to  an  address  by  George  Washington,  while  the  other 
three  pages  are  filled  with  the  customary  advertisements 
of  that  period  of  history.  One  man  requested  the  return 
of  a  runaway  slave  in  the  same  form  as  another  advertised 
to  recover  a  strayed  horse. 

Next  to  appear  in  the  showcase  was  an  old  copy  of 
"The  Mountain  Messenger" ,Downieville ,  Sierra  County,  Cal- 
ifornia, Saturday  July  24,  1886*  "The  Mountain  Messenger" 
is  the  third  oldest  newspaper  in  California  and  is  still 
printed  today.  The  old  copy  was  given  to  Miss  Meng  by  its 
present  editor. 

In  honor  of  the  forty-sixth  anniversary  of  Queen  V±c- 
torla's  marriage,  a  feature  story  of  the  royal  courtship 
was  printed. A  very  touching  account  of  how  Q,ueen  Victoria 
was  forced  to  propose  to  Prince  Albert  is  given.  On  the 
same  page  a  very  liberal-minded  appeal  is  made  to  parents 
not  to  restrict  little  girls  from  youthful  enjoyment.  The 
rest  of  the  paper  is  filled  with  an  assortment  of  legal 
notices  and  advertisements  for  customary  cure-all  patent 
medicines  much  like  our  present  publications. 

At  present,  the  Wilmerding  showcase  holds  a  seven- 
teenth century  parchment,  beautifully  hand  printed  in  red 
and  olack.  This  interesting  exhibit  was  lent  to  Lick  Wil- 
merding by  L.  Pappas.

"The  Adams  Family",  by  James  Truslo^  Adams,  is  a  bi- 
ography of  America's  First  Family.

"Education  of  a  Princess", by  Marie, Grand  Duchess  of 
Russia,  is  an  autobiography  depicting  the   chaotic  lives 
of  royalty  daring  the  Russian  Revolution. 

"Easter  Island"  is  the  story  of  a  mysterious  island 
in  the  Pacific,  peopled  by  stone  images  and  a  remnant  of 
a  lost  race.  Unlike  most  travel  books,  this  has  an  air 
of  mystery  and  adventure.   Robert  J.  Casey  is  the  author. 

"The  Wright  Brothers",  by  John  R.  McMahcn,  is  one  of 
the  first  books  to  deal  exclusive1.1"  with  the  Wrights  and 
the  first  airplanes.  The  author  is  well  versed  in  the 
matter  and  tells  an  authentic  story  of  early  aeronautics. 

William  Beebe,  noted  undersea  explorer, is  the  author 
of  one  of  the  new  boohs,  entitled  "Beneath  Tropic  Seas". 
This  is  a  fantastically  beautiful  story  of  the  eternal 
struggle  for  existence  in  the  ocean's  depths. The  account, 
written  by  a  true  scientist,  is  vividly  portrayed.
